"Wherever there ia reeon to believe 
that the alcohol wiwthdrawn for a 
specified purpose has not been so used, 
t expect to see the application for a 
renewal of the permit denied."

.\ (iliff house recently discovered In 
he southwestern part of the I'nited 
States is said to prove vonclusively 
that there were Are .worshipers 
among the ancient Indian ollit dwell- 
ers of this part of the country. While 
working on one of the large cliff 
structures which mark the territory 
of the cliff dwellers. Dr. .1. Walter 
Fewkes. chief of the bureau of Anier- 
can enthnology of the Smithsonian 
Institution, last month found evidence 
that it had never been used as a dom- 
icile, but was constructed for a special 
ceremonial purpose. This building, 
known for the l".st few years as 
Painted House, formerly partly bur- 
led In fallen debris, has been complete- 
ly uncovered and shows features that 
stamp it as unique not only on the 
Mesa Verde, but alsi in oil other areas 
of the Southwest where cliff houses 
exist, while undoubtedly constructed 
for some sped I purpose other than a 
habitation, the evidence obtained by 
its excavation slroni;ly supports the 
conclusion tluit it shows the existence 
of a fire cull ainoni; slitT dwellers. Thi' 
architecture of Kew F'Ire House, for- 
merly called Pahited House, is very 
simple. Its plan shows two massive 
walled buildings of good masonry, 
separated by a court fifty feet long 
and twenty-five feet wide. Each nf 
these buildings Is two stories high.

.~s<didago cainulensis. Is In Ocott)er, 
when practically all of the hay fever 
attacks h'ave subsided by the end of 
September.
